j hdld  tomorrow.  A bonfire  program 
will  be  held  at  Aspen  Grove  to- 
night at  8:30  p.m.  About  4.000  per- 
sons will  begin  the  hike  and  about 
2,500  will  make  it  to  the  summit, 
nearly  12.000  feet  high.  It  is  the 
largest  mass  climb  in  the  nation. 

The  following  sugestions  to  make 
the  hike  more  comfortable  and  en- 
joyable were  given  by  Dr.  Israel 
Heaton,  hike  chairman,  and  Dr. 
A.  LaMar  Graff  of  the  Brigham 
Young  University  Student  Health 
Center. 

STURDY  SHOES 

Wear  a sturdy  pair  of  shoes  or 
hiking  boots.  Do  net  wear  sandals, 
thongs,  or  gym  shoes.  Ankles  need 
support  and  feet  need  added  pro- 
tection in  mountain  climbing.  Also 
take  an  extra  pair  of  stockings  to 
keep  your  feel  dry  in  the  snow 
areas. 

A light  jacket  is  needed  for  the 
cool  mC'ming  hours  and  also  for 
protection  against  the  glare  cf  the 
sun  while  on  the  glacier.  Wear  a 
bat  of  some  kind.  Sun  glasses  are 
ortiowal,  but  they  cut  down  sun 
glare  and  tend  to  enhance  the 
beauty  of  the  scenerv. 

TAKE  IT  EASY 

Do  not  race  up  the  mountain. 
Take  it  ealsy  and  rest  pericdically. 

Do  not  eat  and  hike  at  the  same 
time.  The  .stomach  is  easily  upset 
when  having  to  digest  food  while 
the  body  is  involved  in  vigorous 
physical  activity.  Take  a light 
lunch  to  eat  at  Emerald  Lake. 
Drink  no  more  wa^sr  than  is  abso- 
lutely necessary. 

Stay  on  the  established  trail,  so 
you  do  not  disbdge  rocks  which 
may  strike  hikers  below  you.  Do 
not  pick  flowers.  Much  natural 
beauty  can  be  destroyed  by  4.000 
Ihcughtless  hikers.  No  motor 
scooters  are  allowed  cn  the  trail.

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Sunglasses  Should

Sure,  sunglasses  are  “IN”  — even  worn  on  top  of  your 
head.  But  outdoor  eyewear  is  too  important  to  be  juaged  by

If  you  have  been  dissatisfied  with  inferior  sunglasses 
in  the  past  — now  is  the  time  to  make  your  eyes  happy  with

Here  is  a list  of  pointers  compiled  by  Bausch  and  Lomb, 
makers  of  Ray-Ban  Sun  Glasses,  to  help  you  select  outdoor 
eyewear  which  with  proper  care  will  give  you  year-round 
comfort  and  protection. 

LENSES 

The  single  most  important  clue  to  getting  proper  out- 
door eyewear  is  to  look  for  optically  correct  lenses.  Here  are

- • Look  at -reflections  on  the  lens  surface.  Tilt  the 

§ns  slowly  back  and  fourth  to  move  the  reflected  image 
across  the  lens.  If  the  reflections  shows  any  wiggle  or  waves, 
the  lens  is  very  poor.  , , . „ 

A Put  them  on  and  look  m the  mirror.  If  you  can 
see  your  eyes  easily,  they  are  too  transparent  for  comfoit 
in  strong  sunlight.  , . • i 

m Make  sure  the  lenses  are  large  enough  to  give  good 
protection  from  light  coming  in  at  the  sides  and  top. 

• Lenses  marked  “ground  and  polished  are  not  neces- 
sarily good  quality.  After  all,  a lens  can  be  ground  and  pol- 
ished improperly. 

FRAMES 

If  the  lenses  pass  the  above  tests,  most  likely  the  frarnes 
are  also  of  good  quality,  equal  to  ones  used  for  prescription 
eyewear.  Here  are  ways  to  make  sure: 

A The  frame  should  be  substantial  but  not  cumbei- 
some.  Your  own  judgement  will  tell  you  when  you  are  hand- 
ling a quality  frame. 

m Run  your  finger  over  the  edges.  There  should  be 
no  rough  spots  or  sharp  corners  — sure  indicators  of  pool 
craftsmanship. 

• They  should  have  sturdy  metal  hinges  to  withstand 
constant  use. 

9 Slip  them  on  and  check  for  fit.  They  should  be  ad- 
justed to  your  particular  size. 

• Avoid  wide  sidepieces  (temples).  In  some  states 
they  are  against  the  law  because  they  interfer  with  safe 
vision  while  driving. 

STYLE  AND  PRICE 

Anything  goes.  Good  sunglasses  are  available  in  styles 
and  colors  to  suit  all  tastes.  In  order  to  give  protection,  qual- 
ity glasses  are  not  so  extremely  styled  that  they  tamper  with 
safe  vision. 

High  price  can  be  deceiving  when  purchasing  sunglasses, 
but  don’t  shop  for  adequate  eye  protection  at  98  cents!  Ac- 
cording to  Bausch  and  Lomb,  you  can  expect  to  pay  at  least 
$9  for  quality  sunglasses. 

(iood  sunglasses  are  considered  a valuable  item  and 
must  be  taken  care  of  properly.  Make  sure  your  sunglasses 
come  in  a well-padded  case  to  guard,  against  damage.  A soft 
cloth  should  be  carried  in  the  case  to  keep  them  clean.  They 
also  may  be  washed  occasionally  in  soap  and  warm  water. 
Temples  and  lenses  may  be  quickly  replaced  or  repaired  by 
an  optician  or  optometrist. 

For  those  of  you  who  wear  glasses  regularly,  the  best 
Investment  possible,  of  course,  is  a pair  of  prescription  sun- 
glasses.

(Editor’s  Note;  Dr.  DeLove  is  the  author 
of  the  ••Quiet  Betrayai”  and  president  of 
Independence  Hall  of  Chicago.  As  a result 
of  his  program,  ‘'Know  Your  History 
Hour,”  December  30.  1956,  Dr.  DeLove 
wrote  the  following  article  in  reply  to 
a listener  who  wrote,  “Your  programs 
are  wonderful — but  you  are  waving  the 
flag  too  much.” 


Is  it  possible  to  wave  the  flag 
tc'o  much?  Provided,  of  course,  that 
you  wave  it  with  integrity?  Is  it 
posible  to  study  Lincoln  or  Shakes- 
peare to  much?  Is  it  possible  to 
read  -the  Bible  too  much? 

NOT  NEARLY  ENOUGH 
The  great,  the  good,  the  true, 
are  inexhaustible  for  inspiration, 
example  and  strength.  I believe 
that  we  'are  not  waving  oar  flag 
enough,  not  nearly  enough. 

It  seems  to  me  that  we  are  de- 
veloping a tendency  to  be  timid 
or  even  apologetic  about  waving 
the  stars  and  strips.  Walk  up  and 
down  streets  on  July  4th  and  count 
the  flags.  It  is  our  nation’s  birth- 
day, a sacred  day  in  world  history, 
the  most  important  day  of.  Ameri- 
ca. Why  isn’t  the  flag  on  every 
rooftop  and  from  every  home  and 
building?  This  complacent  attitude 
is  strong  evidence  of  cancerous 


patriotic  decay.  The  flag  is  a sym- 
bol of  our  national  unity.  It  is  the 
spirit  of  our  undying  devotion  to 
our  country.  It  stands  for  the  best 
that  is  in  us  . . . for  loyalty,  char- 
acter, and  faith  in  democracy. 

Isn’t  our  flag  a symbol  of  the 
United  States  of  America?  Does  it 
not  represent  man’s  greatest,  neb- 
elest,  most  sublime  dream?  Is  it 
not  the  zenith  of  achievement,  the 
goal  to  which  generations  have 
aspired?

The  Bureau  director,  Ross  Eck- 
ler,  said  that,  despite  many  letters 
urging  a question  on  how  many 
pets  in  a family,  the  1970  census 
has  turned  thumbs  down  on  the 
idea.

A Thing  To  Be 
Sneeed  At! 


The  influence  of  the  American 
woman  is  nothing  to  be  sneezed 
at,  as  the  makers  of  America’s 
first  disposable  tissues  have  dis- 
covered. 

It  was  the  homem'aker  who  was 
responsible  for  the  introduction  of 
Kleenex  tissues  in  1924.  when  she 
needed  something  to  make  her 
nightly  routine  of  cold  cream 
cleansing  easier  and  less  work. 

It  was  she  who  discovered  and 
decided  a few  years  later  that 
tissues  were  handier  for  sneezes 
than  handkerchiefs.  She  did  not 
hesitate  to  tell  the  company  that 
she  preferred  white  to  pastel  col- 
ored tissues  when  she  rejected 
colors  in  1929.  Later,  as  is  her  per- 
rogative,  she  changed  her  mind 
about  that  and  demanded  a rain- 
bow of  colors. 

Most  recently,  she  decided  some- 
thing else  should  be  changed. 
Satisfied  with  the  tissues  them- 
selves, She  wanted  new  packaging. 
Because  she  said  so,  Mrs.  Home- 
maker is  now  responsible  for  a 
new  American  institution— the  pre- 
ttified tissues  box. 

She  asked  for  soft,  femini'ne.  dis- 
tinctive packaging  for  tissues.  Her 
latest  demand  has  been  met  in  the 
introduction  of  decorator  boxes 
Her  verbal  wishes  have  been  trans- 
lated into  visual  designs.

He  said  the  bureau  would  launch 
a full-scale  information  campaign, 
especially  in  congested  city  areas, 
to  gain  the  public’s  support  of  the 
census. 

POST  OFFICE  TO  WORK 

The  major  change  in  the  1970 
census  will  be  the  use  of  the  mails 
to  do  most  of  the-  work.  Mr.  Eck- 
ler  estimated  that , 60-65  per  cent 
of  the  more  than  200  million  peo- 
ple tabulated  would  be  counted 
through  a so-aatled  mail'-out  mail- 
back  procedure.  The  household 
will  receive  a question-naire  by 
mail,  fil  it  out  and  send  it  back. 

Census  workers  will  make  door- 
to-door  calls  to  those  households 
that  do  no't  return  their  ques-tion- 
naires  and  those  whose  replies  are 
not  of  acceptable  quality,  Mr.  Eck- 
ler said.
